Crime is a more profitable means 
of livelihood than honest work at 
the presqnt time, according to 
Dr. 
Rudolph M. Binder, professor o f so­ 
ciology at Xcw ^ ork 1 ni\ersit\. 
Tic 
reasons 
that 
the 
criminal 
knows that his chances of being ap­ 
prehended or escaping is about fif­ 
ty-fifty, and if caught, the chances 
are nine out of ten that lie will eith­ 
er go free, owing to a clever defense 
or a sentimental plea. 
Not many will agree 
with 
this 
view of the so-called ‘crime wa' o 
Certainly, it is not desirable to add 
any more glamour to a life of crime 
hv picturing to the youth that crime 
is more profitable than honest labor. 
Although the figures are not avail­ 
able. it is not reasonable that 
the 
chances o f being 
held 
responsible 
for a crime are fifty percent. 
Dr. Binder b a se s his argument on 
the fact that many 
criminals 
go 
free, and a large number are never 
caught. 
The facts are not at hand to ar­ 
rive at any accurate conclusion 
on 
the subject. The Metropolitan news­ 
papers invariably give prominence 
to the commission of the crime and 
to the paroling or pardoning of pris­ 
oners, and the public knows 
little 
or 
nothing 
about 
the 
countless 
thousands who are paying the. pen­ 
alty for leading a criminal lit«*. 
Until the evidence is all in, 
it s 
not even a safe guess to say 
that 
crime is more profitable than work. 
Regardless of the profit, everyone 
with sound reasoning power 
knows 
honest work is much preferable 
to 
crime because crime eventually ex­ 


a c ts its penalty, if not in 
prison, 
{lie hangman's noose or the electric 
chair.

ty-fifty, and if caught, the chances 
.are nine out of ten that he will eith- 
er go, free, owing to a clever defense 
or a sentimental plea. 


Nbt'many!'Vill agree

view of the so-called "crime wave" 
Certainly, it is not desjrablc Jto add 
any more glamour to a life of crime 
J>y picturing to 


jseive. The fact is, many 
^
